THE RIGHT TO ORGANIZE 


1 


T is stated upon good authority that the street car strike 


in Chicago was occasioned by the determination upon 


the part of the company to deny the men the right to or- 
ganize. 


The right of the companies to organize is not denied 


and no one thinks of disputing that right. No one thinks 
that a body' of men that employs other men and women 
should be denied the privilege to organize. If such a thing 
was even hinted it would be instantly condemned as an 
unwarranted exercise of tyrany. It would be clearly dem- 
onstrated by the people and the press that men have cer- 
tain rights and one of these rights is banding together 
for mutual protection or progress. It would seem that the 
right of the workingmen to organize into labor unions 
Is, as is his right to become a member of a benevolent 
society or religious body. Undet a Democratic form of 
government, equality of citizenship is looked upon as the 
crowning glory, as it should be. In America the indepen- 
dence of the laboring class has been our national pride. 
"When men on the platform undertake to define the differ- 
ence between Russia and America they lay stress upon the 
Independence of the laboring class. A well known English- 
man who visited this country with a view to discovering 
the secret of America's rapid strides onward as one of the 
greatest nations of the world, expressed the opinion that 
it was due to our public school system. A more thorough 
investigation of the subject might have led him to ascribe 
our greatness to the spirit of Democracy, the hope being 
in every man's breast that he may be better and greater 
than he is now, a hope that is instilled in every child's 
mind born of thooughtful parents. 


The street car companies in Chicago like the antha- 


clte onerators in Pennsylvania who denied to those in 
their service the right to organize for their own pr.otec- 
tion struck at the very life of that spirit which makes the 
•nation's greatness. Most of the men in this ountry today 
who have reached the top of the ladder by \Vhich they 
climbed to success were at one time at the very botton 
and they arrived at their high positions by virtue of the 
conditions which lift men; conditions that leave men free 
/to struggle onward and upwaid. 


The demand of the employees of the car companies is 


just and should be granted. There may be some details 
connected with the retention of these priviliges which are 
offensive to certain men or classes, but the principle of 
organization should be recognized. 


CUBA AND THE PHILIPPINES

Yet these are the very words'which appeared 
in the treaty made by us with New Granada, of which the 
new republic of Panama was a part. We guaranteed to 
that state of New Granada (now Colombia) "the Jnteg-- 
rity," meaning the "unbroken state," of all its territorial 
possessions. When we got ready we severed from Colom- 
bia such part of its domain as we desired, erected the same 
into an independent nation, so called, and warned Colom- 
bia to make no further attempt to suppress its insurrec- 
tionary citizens.

present guarantee to Panama—made in precisely the 
same terms as the pledge which we gave to Colombia and

Get a New Trial or Commuta- 


tion of Sentence Trouble May 


Speedily Follow 


Swift has been the expression from 


the people and the newspapers of the 
state regarding- the case of 
Cochie 


Sigmiller, the sixteen-year-old Indian 
boy under the sentence of death for 
killing1 a white man, one Williams. 
1"he crime wa committed in Lincoln 
county and the Lincoln County Eec- 
ord contains the following: 


"We are informed that 
a 
petition 


will be circulated in a few days to re- 
ceive the signatures of the citizens of 
Lincoln county to be presented to the 
board of pardons, which will 
meet 


in Carson City the early part of Jan- 
uary next, requesting them to com- 
mute the sentence of the Indian boy 
who was sentenced to be hanged on 
the 28th of January. 
This is an ex- 


cellent move and should receive the 
signature of 
all 
citizens who have 


the Interests of the county at heart, 
as there is everything- to be gained 
by such a. move, where otherwise- the 
safety of the people in the southern 
part of the county -will be threatened. 


It is a common rumor that the Piute 


Indians in this county understand that 
Cochie must be punished and they feel 
that if he gets life imprisonment that 
he is being punished enough for the 
murder of such a man as Williams and 
that they have said: 
"Should Cochie 


be executed they will kill twelve white 
men." 
In the northern part of 
the 


county people do not realize what a 
threat like this means. Here we have 
but a handful of Indians and towns be- 
ing close together are connected up 
•with both telegraph and telephones, 
making communication rapid; so we 
are safe from any serious Indian dep- 
redations. 
But how different in the 


southern part of the county, where set- 
tlements are 40" miles or more apart. 
The tenants of ranches, the prospector 
and the traveler are never safe. 
We 


would call our reader's attention to 
the fact that as late as 1897 there were 
fully thirteen persons murdered in the 
southern part of this county by the In- 
dians In three, months. 
The worst 


of the Indians was one named Ahvote, 
who killed three men the first day 
and continued killing every white man 
he met until the whites threatened the 
destruction of the whole tribe, which 
caused the Indians to run down and 
kill Ahvote. Ahvote's motive was re- 
venge, which he had harbored in his 
heart for years. 
He used the ' usual 


Indian fashion of killing, which was 
to shoot his victims from the brush, 
and in one case he ate breakfast with 
a prospector and then having won his 
confidence shot him while he was lean- 
ing over the fire holding a frying, 
pan. 


"For the following 
reasons every 


citizen should sign the petition: The 
public? safety; the Indian's ag-e; the 
bad character of Williams and 
the 


fact that he would intimidate young 
Indians; the simplicity of 
the 
In- 


dian's mind; the 
good character of 


the Indian previous to the crime; as 
he was the one who assisted his par- 
ents to till the soil oh their ranch.
